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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

3. With respect to claim 13, line 5, there is no antecedent basis for "the upper edge of the 
frame". In line 1 1, it appears that "the upper edge" should read -the upper edge of the protective 
panel--. Note that two upper edges are being claimed, i.e., of the frame and of the panel. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

5. Claims 1 3 - 1 7 are objected to, but would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
Section 1 12 ambiguities as noted above. The primary reason for allowance of claim 13 is the 
inclusion of a method step requiring positioning of an upper edge of the panel into a void defined 
by an upper retainer located at an upper edge of the frame, such that a lower edge of the panel is 
adjacent a lip of a lower retainer, the lower edge of the panel positioned inward past the lip, and 
moving the lower edge of the panel downward in an opening defined by the lower retainer until 
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the lower edge of the panel rests on a recessed surface, so that the upper edge is retained in the 
void by the upper retainer. For claim 1, the primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of the 
frame having first and second sections defining an aperture, the aperture receiving and retaining 
the glazing therein, and first and second retainer disposed in respective frame sections, wherein 
the sections and retainers respectively define first and second recesses having lips and a recessed 
surface into which edges of the panel are retained. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
the claimed features absent the applicants' own disclosure.
